Lteseronto Is 137 
miles from Toronto and is located 
on Quinte bay—-a long arm of I-ake 
Ontario.

“It is a small village oi about 2,* 
000 
inhabitants. 
Two 
aviation 
camps 
are

hawk is on a level plain about two 
miles from town and is in the cen­ 
ter of a large Indian reservation. 
Camp Mohawk 
consists 
of 
four 
squadrons—a division of the flying 
corpn similar to a regiment in the 
infantry’- Each squadron has about 
twenty machines, but seldom more 
than a third of them are in repair 
at one time. 
In the flying corps a 
machine is always referred to as a 
■bus.’ 
When the ‘bus’

moved 
about from one place to another on 
the ground the operation Is called 
‘taxying.’ 
“The life out here is rather pecu-
